Air Exodus 
From Cuba 
Has Halted

MIAMI, Fla. (AP)—The aerial 


exodus of refugees from Fidel 
Castro's Cuba has halted, follow- 
ing an airlift of 89 Cubans and 
Cuban-Americans to Miami Sun- 
clay. At present there are no plans 
for resuming it. 


Red Cross officials announced 


there will be no more flights car- 
rying ransom supplies to Cuba. 
Pan American World! Airways, 
which suspended its twice-daily 
Miami-Havana flights at the onset 
of the Cuban crisis last October, 
is not anxious to resume 
the 


unprofitable service: 


The Pan Am DC6B that made 
1 Sunday's refugee flight had taken 


15,000 pounds of medicines 
to 


Cuba as another installment on 
the $53-million ransom guaranteed 
Castro for release! of the! 1,;U13 Bay 
of Pigs invasion prisoners. 


The American Red Cross said 


all future shipments of ransom 
supplies will be made by ocean 
freighter. The steamship Shirley 
Lykes presently is! being Ibade'd at 
Baltimore with 6,500 tons of food, 
drugs and medical supplies for 
delivery in Havana. 


The Shirley Lykes will stop at 


Port Everglades, Fla., to load an 
additional 1,000 tons of supplies. 
She is expected to reach Cuba no 
earlier than Jan. 18. 


A tearful, yet joyous scene un- 


folded at Miami International Air- 
port when the 89 refugees arrivec 
at 5:20 p.m. Sixty^eight of the 
group were Cubans possessing 
American citizenship. The other

Paper Mill 
at Pine Bluff 
Is in Ruins 


PINE BLUFF, Ark. (AP)-The 


fire at the International Paper 
Co.'s $75 million mill here was 
under control early today but still 
dangerous. 


A company spokesman said the 


fire probably would continue for 
two more days. 


•Firefighters kept anxious eyes 


on the blaze that kiled one man 
and left another missing. Several 
firemen also were overcome by 
thick, oily smoke which hovered 
over the 40-acre mill site and filled 
nearby buildings. 
, A. L. Crawford, 57, of Pine 
Bluff suffocated. Hester L. Hunt, 
44; of Jackson, Miss., was miss- 
ing. Company officials said he 
was working in the building when 
.smoke was spotted late Saturday 
.afternoon and more than 20 work- 
men stampeded for the exits. 
. The lower floor of the warehouse 
was filled with rolls of newsprint 
and bundles of paper stock. 


• "This stuff burns from the 
side- out, like cotton bales," 
rfireman said. "As soon as 
think we've got it put out, it flares 
Up again." 


Firemen from half a dozen south 


Arkansas cities joined the battle 
and company officials called on 
some of the 1,300 employes to help 
firemen. 
. Early today company officials 
expressed thanks for the volunteer 
air and support it received from 
.the mill's employes. 


Cost were set up in office build- 


ings for weary firefighters and the 
plant cafeteria was turned into a 
round-the-clock mess hall.

Cause of the fire; was not known, 


but A. F. Perkins! of Mobile, man- 
ager of manufacturing for Inter- 
national's Southern Kraft Division, 
said the fire started on the ground 
floor. He said a welding apparatus 
might have started it. 


Production lines at the plant, 


which normally operate full time, 
were shut down when the fire 
broke out.

Winter's icy blasts enveloped 


the major part of the nation to- 
day. No immediate break in the 
severe cold weather was indi- 
cated. 


The effects of the frigid weath- 


er and snow, which swept into the 
Rockies last weekend and snow- 
balled! across most of the country 
by the weekend, were sidespread. 


Deaths blamed on the wintry 


weather—exposure, fires and traf- 
fic accidents on ice and snow-cov- 
ered .highways — passed the 40 
mark.

lars. 


The unseasonable cold in'South- 


ern Texas, 
southern California 


and Arizona threatened damage 
Lo citrus and vegetable crops.

frigid 
weather 
which

venienced millions and brought 
misery to thousands. Stiff winds 
added to the discomfort. Driving 
conditions 
were

many areas. Travel was halted 
in some sections. 


The Weather Bureau in Chicago 


said that only a few parts of the 
nation were not hit by freezing 
or lower temperatures. Included 
were areas,of the Carolines south- 
ward through soulheasetrn Geor- 
gia and most of Florida. Also 
above freezing, 
but not much

than 
32 degrees, were 


areas near the Pacific Coast from 
Oregon southward through west- 
ern California. 


The below-zero zone extended 


from 
the upper Great Lakes 


through the northern plains into 
the northern Rockies. Tempera- 
tures plunged to nearly 60 below 
in Montana over the weekend. 
Scores of cities reported record 
low readings for mid-January as 
the arctic air fanned out from the 
northern Rockies across the mid- 
continent.

Among the Issues which arc ex- 


pected to draw lengthy debate are 
a voter registration system, made 
necessary 
by an anti-poll 
tax 


amendment to the U.S. Constitu- 
tion. Thus far only two states 
have ratified the amendment, but 
it is expected to get cursory pas- 
sage. 


Other issues will involve state 


offices — notably the Land Com- 
missioner's position and the Game 
and Fish Commission. 


During the recent legislative 


Council meetings, several legisla- 
tors voiced a desire to abolish the 
Lnnd Commission. The Council 
also put pressure on the Game 
and Fish Commission during bud- 
get hearings. 


The legislature docs not control 


the G&F Commission, but there 
ihavcl been indications that! a move, 
will bo made this year to put it 
back under the supervision of tha 
general assembly.
